To the patrons and school directors 


of Rural Dislricl 14 (Providence)— 


On October 16, Ihe school directors, 


of Providence appeared before the 
Hope School Directors and asked thai 
the pupils living in Rural Dislricl 1G 
nol be transported lo the Hope schools. 
This request was granted by Ihe Hope 
School Board. Those of us who have 
children attending the Hope Schools 
arc at it Joss lo understand why we 
were not given consideration. We are 
anxious and willing to confer and plan 
with the Providence Board and all 
parties concerned in working this 
situation out. 


Consolidation was attempted 
dur- 


ing the lasl school term and was lost 
by only one vote. We want to abide 
by the wishes of the majority, and 
from Ihe number of pupils attending 
the Hope schools il is evident lhal the 
wishes of the majority favor complete 
high school education for the children 
of the Providence district. 


There have been Iwo reasons offered 


for the request of withdrawing trans- 
portation for the pupils of this Dis- 
trict. Let us look at this without 
prejudice, and wilh sound reasoning. 
The reasons given are: loss of school 
building for church and Sunday school, 
and higher laxcs. I understand lhat the 
Hope school board offered or sug- 
gcsted maintaining a four-grade school 
such as the city of Hope maintains at 
the Paisley and Brookwood schools. 
This did not seem to interest the 
Providence School Board. 1 do not be- 
lieve there is anybody in the com- 
munity more interested 
in keeping 


up u good Sunday school and church 
than I am, and I wan I lo say Ihis: In 
any event the Sunday school and 
church cannot be held in our build- 
ing—even though there is not the 
slightest chance of il happening—I, for 
one. 
will give my personal check for 


550 'to apply on the building of a 
church. Will you help promote the' 
religious life of the community as 
much?. 


Let us figure on taxation for a

The question of munitions of war 


for Europe was just as troublesome in 
1914-17 as it is today. When war broke 
in 1914, liie United Slates did not ex- 
port munitions to any exlenl for two 
reasons: first, it didn't have any, and 
second, the British and French thought 
they didn't need any. 


In Dccembebr, 1914, five months afte* 


war broke, Senator Hitchcock proposed 
an arms embargo' bill "in the 'Senate. 
The British protested unofficially lhat 
thus to change the rules after war had 
begun would be unncutral, .and the 
British ambassador came very close to 
impudence in his representations to 
Secretary of State Bryan. 


This is an exact reversal of Die po- 


sition in 1939, when the United Stales 
finds itself with a previously-enacted 
embargo on arms applicable to all 
countries at war. The movement to 
repeal this embargo and rcvcnt to Uic 
old-established "rules" of internation- 
al law is now protested frbm German 
sources as an unncutral changing of 
the rules after war has begun. 


The traditional position in inter- 


national law at the time of the lasl war 
had been that neurals were fully with- 
in their rights in selling munitions to 
either or both sides in a war. When, 
in early 1915, American munitions be- 
gan to trickle into Ihc fighling lines in 
France, great resentment was aroused 
in Gci'many as German officers at Ihc 
front 
identified American ammuni- 


tion from unexplodcd shells. 


By April of that year the German

Britain in early 1915 and Lloyd George 
was placed in charge of munitions 
supply to break Ihc deadlock, a big 
push of munitions orders came lo a 
United Stales suffering from indus- 
trial depression. 


Though Spain, 
Italy, 
Denmark, 


Sweden, Norway and Holland em- 
bargoed 'iinmitions shortly after war 
broke, (lie United States went to work 
to supply an ever-increasing measure 
of Die allies' munitions needs. 


The U. S. government had no right to 


sell rifles or such supplies to bellig- 
erents, il decided, but private persons 
did have. Up to March, 1917, private 
firms in the United States sold §2,187,- 
948.799 worth of war supplies to the 
allies. Theoretically these were open 
also to Germany, but the allied block- 
ade prevented their gelling any. In 
191li alone these war supplies totaled 
mure than ;i billion dollars. 


Today export of arms is forbidden. 


But the British and French had, pre- 
vious lo the declaration of war, im- 
ported American ail-planes in large 
quantities, and American plants were 
working on orders for more when war

When the Value of Citizenship Is Appreciated 


We Americans take our citizenship pretty casually. 
To most of us it is a commonplace. It ea'me to us through no effort of our 


own but was ours merely by the accident of birth. We sacrificed nothing to 
tr.-iin what the men of Valley Forge fought and froze and starved tp gain—the 
right to be Americans. 


Thus accepting as a matter of course the boon of citizenship, we have too 


often taken just as casually the duties thai go with it—the duty to take an 
nc-tive, intelligent interest in public affairs: (lie duty to vote with the public | 
welfare in mind: the duty to Rive freely a reasonable measure of co-opperation 
in social matters. 


Since 1929 there has been a change. Conditions have been such as to 


show even the indifferent that public affairs really do matter. Circumstances 
have placed the national government on every man's doorstep, and interest 
hi public affairs has mounted. The same tiling has become doubly true since 
Europe's long mismanagement has finally brought that continent once again 
to war. Now as never before, public affairs matter. 


It is inspiring, therefore, to see new citizens flocking to the courts to take 


the oath of allegiance to the government of the United States. Anyone who has 
h:id the least touch with the process of naturalization, and seen the glowing 
eyes and upraised heads of those who take that oath for the first time, knows 
how, valuable the great majority of these new citizens are to the Republic. 
For the time has passed when passive acquiescence to the law is enough. The 
Republic needs active, loyal work in its behalf as it has not needed it for many 
years.-It needs ,the fii'm'. intelligent guidance that can come only from an 
alert, informed, loyal and determined citizenship. It needs not blind and un- 
thinking cannon-fodder citizens, but free men and women who will gladly 
and voluntarily play their part as citizens of a free Republic. 


How long has it been since you. native-born American, have repeated the 


oatli that is being taken every day by new citizens? It would not hurt every 
one of us to read it through and accept, mentally but consciously, the responsi- 
bilities it implies. Here is that oath. 


"I do solemnly declare, on oath, that 1 will absolutely and entirely renounce 


and abjure all allegiance and fidelity to any foreign prince, potentate, state, or 
sovereignty; that I will support and defend the Constitution and Laws of the 
United-States of America against all enemies, foreign and domestic, and that 
I will bear- true faith and allegiance to the same. So help me God!"

Dye Mixture Treatment for Burns Relieves Pain, 


Permits Rapid Healing 


Burns of the huwan skin have troub- 


led doctors for hundreds of years and 
new methods of treatment are con- 
stantly being devised. 


Dr." J. B. Devine of Australia de- 


scribes a new technic for treating 
burns and scalds. It is in his country 
that the problem of burns from brush 
fires is a prominent one. 


His-first-aid'method relieves pain at 


once. Further treatment'can be given 
later in a hospital under a doctor's 
direction. 


Dr. Devine makes use of dye sub- 


stances, introduced recently into the 
field of medicine, which carry with 
them antiseptic efforts. In this group 
are mercurochrome, acriflavine. gen- 
tian violet and brilliant green. All of 


these dies have been recommended foi 
the treatment of various infections. 


In th treatment devisd by Doctor 


Dvine, a.mixture of dye substances is 
applied to the burned area. Dressings 
are then put on over the dye substan- 
ces. 


No attempt is made to wash off the 


area or to clean it up. Such cleansing 
would remove tissue and might spread 
the infectious material in' areas where! generally available 
it was not already present. 
| one. 


The application of the mixture of \ 
= 


the dyes serves to coagulate the blood 
serum on the surface; this sort of cov- 
ering stops the pain. 


Whan the patient is treated by the 


physician, any blisters that are present 
art- opened and the dead skin is re- 


moved. The burned surface area is 
again painted or sprayed with the mix- 
ture of dyes. 


Any new blisters that appear later 


are treated as were the first ones. In 
many instances, no further treatment, 
beyond the application of the dye sub- 
stances, is necessary. 


The dye mixture developed includes 


u smairamount of gentian violet, bril- 
green, and neutral acriflavine. 
The 


amounts are not stated here because 
no one should attempt to develop such 
a mixture except competent physicians. 


The annic acid method of treating 


burns, in which a solution of the heal- 
ing agent is sprayed, achieves its ef- 
fects by coagulating the surface and 
permitting healing tQ go on underneath 
the coagulation. 


Investigators in Australia compared 


the effects of the dye mixture with the 
tannic acid mixture, and were inclined 
to favor the dye mixture as preferable. 
They pointed out that in small chil- 
dren and babies, as well as in people 
with tender skin, the coagulating ma- 
terial may be too thick and may crack 
at the edges. 


These experiments indicate that we 


have not yet evolved the perfect treat- 
ment for burns, but further study may 
eventually yield a routine that will be 


for use by every-

selected audience. A great preacher 
of today would bo apl to feel that his 
sermon was wasted if he delivered it 
to a handful of people instead of to a 
large congregation. In the church to- 
day as well us in the world, we tend 
lo measure things too much by size 
and numbers. 


Jesus siit down while delivering the 


sermon. It was a session of leaching 
lalher than the subjection of His au- 
dience to formal oratory. 


There \vtre no Icicles of elocution to 


^enforce the significance of the truth. 
The sermon on the Mount is a sheer 
statement of spiritual truth, depen- 
dent for its appeal to mind and con- 
science entirely upon its truth. 


The sermon on the Mount begins 


with a pronunciation of blessing. The 
teaching of Jesus was positive. 


There were times when, with scorn- 


ful and terrible language. He lashed 
the sins of His day, particularly the 
sins of those who oppressed the poor, 
look pride in their wealth and posi- 
tion, and made religion a cloak for 
their hypocrisy. 
Uut the Sermon on 


the Mount i.s not a ,-ennon of denun- 
ciation. 
It is a .sermon of uplift and 


nppe.-d that sets before the citizens of 


the Kingdom of Heaven a great ideal. 


The 
first blesing that Jo.sus pro- 


nounces is on the poor in spirit, to 
whom He says belongs the Kingdom 
of Heaven. 


There iias heen a i;real deal of con- 


j troversy about what this means. Sure- 
ly Jesus did not mean "Poverty in 
spirit" in ll-.e literal meaning of those 
•.voids, for Jesus Himself was anything 
but poor in spirit and His disciples 
must be :,s their Lord. 


Evidently what Jesus had in mind 


was the contrasi between the King- 
dom of Heaven and the kingdoms of 
earth. In the kingdoms of earth it i.s 
the aggressive ;md self-seeking who 
are often powerful. 
In the Kingdom 


of Heaven the strength of a citizen is 
not his aggressiveness and selfishness. 
It is his capacity for love and unsel-

Claims Britain Not a 


Democracy 


J. B. Priestly, the English novel- 


ist, essayist, playwright, and fre- 
quent lecturer in United States, has 
a new book, "Rain Upon Godshill" 
(Harper & Bros.: ?3). Reflective 
essays, remembrances and recol- 
lections of his travels, are sand- 
wiched in with Piestlyan philoso- 
phy. Here is a look inward upon 
the state of Britain, written before 
the war. 


Our commonest error of speech is 


our description of this country (Bri- 
tain), as a democracy, It is not a de- 
mocracy, and never has been; though 
it is worth observing that it is father 
away from the true democracy than it 
was 20 years ago. 


Indeed, I think we were nearer to 


being a democracy back in 1912. Just 
after the war it did look as if we were 
about to say goodbye to feudal.Britain 
forever, but very soon the ranks of 
privileged persons closed up and com- 
'nton people had to keep their distance. 
.Neither politically nor socially is 
this country a democracy. 
Hardly 


anybody here thinks or feels like a 
democrat. If you begin to talk like 
one in public, there is a rumpus. There 
is more of a rumpus now than there 
used to be. 


For example, there,was a time when 


pubblic men openly declared them-

selves republicans. How many dare do apart from the Divine nalnes.
